He called il I>o(,pi, (double), 
from its leaf, which il palmiied and much 
puckered, basing twice the i|u*ntlty of food 
to tny other variety known in Italy. Thie 
yields certainly a iplendid food for the worm : 
It It tender, healthy, gummy, and eweec. The 
writer orihii, in 1> il . wan th* humble mean* of 
aending out to Bombay a few of thi* tort ot 
plants for the Indian hltlure*. 

The best way lo raise good food 1* from 
standards. Hushes from cutting* will succeed, 
hut their leaves are mora watery and less 
tummy, In some putt of India mulberry 
fruit is crushed olong a horto*h*ir rope to which 
the seed* are thereby liu-d. Tho rop* i* then 
buried in a drill, when quickly the plant* 
about up a fool high, and are then mowed 
down, tnd their exceu of moisture allowed to 
evaporate ere they are given to Ihe worm*. 
Thi* plantation fixed, Ihe lopca serve the tuna 
purpose again tod again llul this plan Is not 
followed at CuuimerciHy. or th* Aner Indian 
tllaluiet. As an instance, on the other h.ind. 
ol the lupariorily of old trees, I wilt cite the 
cat* of Verona, This city wai limed formerly 
Kir it* raw silks. When the Austrian* 
defended it against the Frcuch. they out down 
all the old mulberry trees for mile* round it for 
fuel, tnd v> open ihe country, Since the peace 
new trccH have been planted, now about thiity 
year* old , hut the Veronese raw silk doe* not 
hear the aaine reputation iu the market ss for- 
mrrly.
